Camaraderie  was  especially  appreciated  her  sophomore 
year,  when  Rempe  became  the  first  student  athlete  in  thirteen 
years  to  "walk  on"  the  University  of  Arizona's  volleyball 


team.  The  distinction,  she  recalls,  was  dubious, 

"It  was  a  real  roller-coaster  experience/'  Rempe  says.  "I 
practiced  with  the  team  twice  a  day  and,  after  ten  days,  there 
was  still  no  decision — I  had  to  keep  coming  back,.  I'd  ride 
my  bike  to  practice  from  the  Theta  house,  in  my  T-shirt  and 
shorts,  versus  the  rest  of  ihe  leant,  who  showed  up  together 
and  in  uniform.17 

Perseverance  paid  off  and  Rempe  not  only  ultimately 
joined  her  uniformed  teammates,  but  was  also  a  four-year  let¬ 
ter  winner  on  the  Arizona  volley  hall  team, 

“Because  I  practiced  on  weekends  and  traveled  so  much 
with  the  team,  I  particularly  treasured  the  lime  9  spent  in  the 
Theta  house/'  she  says.  “[  made  friends  for  a  Ufeiiitle  there/' 

Taking  It  to  the  Fields— and  Stadiums 

Her  years  at  Arizona  also  cemented  Rem  pc's  lifetime 
career  goals.  As  a  business  major,  she  always  envisioned  tak¬ 
ing  corporate  America  by  storm.  Bui  an  internship  in  the  uni¬ 
versity's  athletic  department  the  summer  after  graduation  in 
199.1,  phis  another  year  of  eligibility  to  play  volleyball, 
equaled  a  new  professional  path.  The  first  step  was  Rempe 's 
decision  to  pursue  a  master's  degree  in  sports  administration. 

“I'm  a  Wildcat  at  heart,  and  I  loved  the  opportunity  to  be 
around  people  who  bled  red  and  blue,"  says  Rempe  of  her 
three-year  internship,  which  included  researching  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  inductees  and  assisting  with  special  events. 
After  chiming  her  master’s  degree,  Rempe  was  hired  as 
senior  program  coordinator  l  or  Arizona,  a  position  she  held  for 
three  years.  From  there,  she  accepted  a  position  ui  the 
University  of  Texas  at  HI  Faso  cUTFP)  as  an  associate  director 
of  athletics  and  the  senior  woman  administrator.  Backed  by  a 
budget  01$  15  million,  Renipc  oversaw  volleyball,  women's 
basketball,  rifle,  women's  golf,  softball,  men's  and  women's 
indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field  and  cross  country,  women's 
tennis  and  soccer,  cheerleading,  football  internal  operations, 
the  sports  medicine  center,  and  the  strength  and  conditioning 
program.  As  a  senior  staff  member.  Rempe  also  assisted  in 
developing  and  presenting  a  balanced  athletics  budget  and

Five  yeai>  later,  Rempe  yea  in  was  ready  to  Lake  her 
“gome"  on  the  road  this  time  to  Norman*  Ok  la.  In  JuK 
2003,  she  joined  the  University  of  Oklahoma  (OU )  Athletics 
Department  as  associate  director  of  athletics  and  senior 
woman  administrator  and,  in  July  til'  2EHJ6,  was  promoted  to 
her  present  position  as  senior  associate  athletic  director 

On  OL"s  Afield,"  however,  the  budget  totals  570  million 
acid  the  teams  under  Rempe 's  umbrella — approximately  451) 
student  athletes  in  men's  basketball.  softball,  volley  hall, 
men's  and  women’s  gymnastics,  and  wrestling — are  expected 
to  win  national  championships. 

’Basically*  I  give  our  teams  the  resources  they  need  to  be 
successful."  she  says,  “1  work  directly  with  'my'  sports  by 
approving  their  purchases,  occasionally  meeting  recruits, 
conducting  evaluations,  and  setting  the  budgets/' 

In  [lie  life  of  a  senior  associate  athletic  director,  however, 
no  two  days  are  alike.  During  the  regular  season.  Rempe— 
who  particularly  enjoys  men’s  basketball — travels  extensively 
with  CD's  learns  in  a  diehard  fan  capacity.  Daring  post-season 
play,  the  NCAA  requires  her  presence  as  an  administrator. 

It  is  in  her  official  capacity  that  Rempe  is  most  keenly 
aware  of  the  gender  imbalance  in  athletic-*  adtii  inis  [ration.  In 
the  NCAA  required  dial  every  university’s  athletic 
department  staff  include  one  female.  And  although  Old  hired 
a  second  female  senior  associate  athletic  director,  Gloria 
Nevarez,  In  August  2007,  most  universities  consider  the 
NCAA's  stipulation  their  maximum. 

"This  is  still  a  male-dominated  field,  and  I’ve  struggled  a 
lot  at  di  lie  re  m  times*”  she  admits.  "Working  with  Gloria  has 
been  life-changing,  because  1  finally  have  someone  I'm  in 
sync  wish.  Anything  relating  to  diversity  is  a  huge  passion  of 
mine,  and  I  try  to  make  sure  our  female  athletes  have  strong 
role  models/' 

One  such  initiative  is  the  Sooner  Stilettos,  an  organization 
started  hy  Rempe  that  targets  successful  women  who  have 
the  ability  to  support  and  encourage  other  women  to  strive 
lor  similar  success.  Female  business  and  community  leaders 
gather  regularly  with  Oil’s  female  athletes—  sometimes  lor 
learning  and  networking,  and  sometimes  simply  for  fun. 
Rempe  also  started  and  chairs  the  Athletics  Diversity  Council 
and  the  Athletics  Department  Stall  Council,  both  of  which 
have  implemented  numerous  department- wide  initiatives 
aimed  at  increasing  awareness  of  diversity  issues. 

Tlicre’s  always  a  uni  lied  front,  however,  when  it  comes  to 
the  OU  athletic  department's  priority:  the  university's  student 
athletes. 

,L]  have  an  absolute  belief  that  what  we’re  doing  here  is  the 
right  thing,"  Rempe  says,  “hi  many  cases.  We’re  providing 
opportunities  for  young  adults  who  wouldn't  otherwise  have 
the  chance  to  attend  college. 

’Through  athletics,  we're  also  teaching  skills  that  will  help 
them  in  every  aspect  of  life  -  discipline,  how  to  deal  with  a 
range  of  different  people,  and  time  management,”

most  recently,  Rempe  vs,  Rempe. 

A  six-time  marathoner,  including  the  Boston  Marathon  in 
2001  and  2006.  Rempe  achieved  her  “single  proudest  accom¬ 
plish  men t"  on  Saturday.  September  22.  2007,  in  Oklahoma 
City:  completion  of  the  Redman  Triathlon.  Over  the  course 
of  13  hours.  17  minutes,  and  52  seconds*  Rempe  swam  2.4 
miles,  rode  her  bike  1 12  miles,  and  ran  a  full  marathon  dis* 
uinceof  26,2  miles.  She  further  distinguished  herself  by  plac¬ 
ing  second  fastest  among  a  total  of  twelve  women. 

“1  loved  every  minute  of  the  competition  anti  training," 
Rempe  says  of  her  rigorous  eight  and  one-half  month  pre- 
triathlon  regimen.  "My  trainer  said  that  il  I  followed  his  pro¬ 
gram,  I’d  be  ready.  And  that’s  why  it  was  an  incredibly  posi¬ 
tive  experience  for  me  because  E  was  ready."  Conditioning 
often  meant  six-  to  eight -hour  workouts  on  weekends,  and  3 
am  wake-ups  during  the  week  in  order  to  log  a  couple  of 
training  hours  before  work. 

Three  months  prior  to  the  event,  however.  Rempe’s  resolve 
was  sorely  tested.  Ironically,  the  same  athlete  who  had  been 
the  picture  of  health  throughout  decades  of  [raining  and  com¬ 
petition  contracted  Reiter's  syndrome.  Also  coiled  reactive 
arthritis,  this  painful  chronic  condition  couples  bacteria  with 
a  genetic  trail  to  trigger  debilitating  symptoms, 

Rempe's  case  was  traced  to  bacteria  from  a  water  fountain 
in  Tulsa.  One  week  after  taking  antibiotics  for  the  infection* 
the  reactive  arthritis  flared  in  the  form  of  stress  fractures  in 
her  feet,  and  severe  pain  in  her  knees,  calves,  and  fingers. 
Running  was  impossible,  and  biking  and  swimming  workouts 
were  extremely  difficult  as  well. 

“At  the  peak  of  my  reactive  arthritis,  I  couldn’t  push  off 
the  wall  when  i  swam,  because  my  feet  hurl  so  bad’'  Rempe 
recalls.  Hven  so.  she  says,  quilting  was  never  an  option. 

"1  just  knew  I'd  beat  this  thing*  so  it  wasn’t  a  matter  of  If 
1  could  do  the  Triathlon*  but  'when/’  site  says.  And  although 
symptoms  can  span  two  months  to  a  year,  Rempe  was  able  to 
resume  her  running  workouts  after  only  a  two-week  break. 

Six  weeks  later,  site  took  her  spot  at  the  start i ng  line  in  the 
Redman  Triathlon. 

"Going  through  that  experience  helped  me  understand 
people  with  physical  disabilities/'  she  says.  "Everything 
slowed  down  for  me — 3  had  to  take  the  elevator  instead  of  the 
stairs,  .ii id  I  had  chronic  pain  for  weeks." 

“Setback"  aside,  Rempe  feels  her  life  has  followed  a  well- 
mapped  plan. 

“I'm  exact h  where  E  set  myself  to  he  at  this  age,"  she 
says,  referring  to  moves  lioin  the  University  to  Arizona,  to  an 
administrative  position  at  a  small  school,  and  next  to  a  large 
university.  "E  feel  I’ve  earned  my  stripes  and,  at  some  point, 
would  like  to  step  back  anti  have  a  family." 

Chances  are.  wools  Rempe  first  beard  on  the  grade  school 
softball  fields  will  continue  to  guide  future  decisions,  and 
challenges,  “When  1  think  about  life.  E  always  think  about  all 
the  things  I  learned  from  my  dad.  like  'Never  let  them  see 
you  sweat/  and  ’The  early  bird  gets  the  worm/  I  !e  taught  me 
that  you  don't  cut  comers,  and  you  don ‘l  quit.  By  the  lime  I 
went  to  college,  those  philosophies  were  as  much  a  pari  of 
me  as  they  were  of  him,”  ^

The  vision  based  on  this  core  purpose  and  these  core 
values  is:  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is  [be  organization  that 
provides  the  finest  and  most  rewarding  membership 
experience. 

In  order  to  realize  this  \  ision,  specific  goals — maxi¬ 
mizing  sisterhood  while  minimizing  risk,  educating 
collegians  and  alumnae  about  the  importance  and  value 
of  the  Foundation,  increasing  relevance  by  decreasing 
duplication  and  wastefulness,  working  to  he  recognized 
as  a  positive  contributor  lo  student  life,  and  developing 
a  comprehensive  public  relations  campaign — must  be 
accomplished.

The  nation's  first  online,  interac¬ 
tive  alcohol  prevention,  program, 

AtcoholEtiu  provides  up-to-date 
social  and  biomedical  facts  to  help 
collegians  make  well-informed 
decisions  about  alcohol  use  and 
also  to  cope  with  the  drinking 
behavior  of  peers  and  friends. 

Theta  launched  this  program  in 
2002.  and  all  chapter  members 
were  required  to  complete  it  that  year,  En  every  year 
since,  including  2006-07.  Ah  aholEdu  has  been  manda¬ 
tory  for  alt  new  chapter  members. 

Risk  Management 

Young  women  face  many  difficult  issues  cm  today's 
college  campuses:  the  pressure  to  lit  in.  to  be  thin,  to 
abuse  alcohol,  to  be  popular  ...  the  list  goes  on  and  on. 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  24  other  NTC  groups  are  tak¬ 
ing  a  stand  on  the  issues  that  affect  women  on  the  cam¬ 
puses  of  America's  colleges  and  universities.  St  ami  Up! 
Stand  Out!  H7iy  Settle  far  Fitting  in  When  Van  Were 
Meant  to  Stand  Out  !  offers  college  women  a  fnmm  in 
discuss  the  effects  of  negative  peer  pressure  and 
explore  ways  Et>  make  a  difference  on  campus.  A  two- 
hour  program,  endorsed  by  all  NPC  groups,  was  pre¬ 


sented  alter  formal  recruitment  in 
2006  to  all  Greek  women  on  cam¬ 
puses  with  a  Punhellenie  sys¬ 
tem. 

To  recognize  college  chap¬ 
ters  that  have  developed 
wholesome,  furt  activities 
that  don't  involve  alcohol  or 
risky  behavior,  in  2006  the 
Fraternity  developed  STAR 
(Sisters  That  Act  Responsibly) 
awards.  And  at  Lite  National  Panhcllcnic  Conference 
2907  Biennial  Session  in  October,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
wax  delighted  to  sponsor  and  present  risk  management 
programming  awards  for  the  first  time.  Winners  were 
college  Panhellemes  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute,  University  of  Miami,  and  University  of 
Kentucky.  The  awards  were  presented  in  recognition  of 
Cindy  Heine  Stellhom,  Beta/Indiana.  She  and  her  stuff 
at  MJ  Insurance  have  shown  great  dedication  to  NPC 
and  have  worked  tirelessly  on  behalf  of  all  NPC  groups 
to  ensure  the  safety  of  all  our  undergraduates. 

Advocacy 

Kappa  Alpha  Thela  has  taken  the  lead  in  forming  a 
coalition  composed  of  both  men’s  and  women's  Greek 
groups  litai  will  study  Lind  monitor  property  tax  issues 
rekited  to  not-for-profit  organizations.  Many  state  legis¬ 
latures,  in  an  effort  to  relieve  property  lax  burdens  on 
individuals,  are  considering  every  possible  alternative 
toward  which  to  shift  taxes.  Unfortunately,  local  Facili¬ 
ty  corporations  arc  among  the  potential  not- for-profit 
targets,  As  part  of  a  coalition,  the  Fraternity  will  be 
prepared  to  monitor  property  lax  concerns  in  every 
slate  and  act  as  quickly  as  possible. 

The  Fraternity  is  also  a  supporter  of  the  Fraternity 
and  Sorority  Political  Action  Committee,  which  allows 
Greeks  to  work  together  to  visibly  support  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  improve  the  experience  of  our  student  members. 
The  PAC  is  bipartisan,  providing  financial  aid  to  the 
campaigns  of  federal  office  candidates — both 
Republicans  and  Democrats — who  meet  the  criteria  of 
supporting  the  advancement  of  fraternity  life.  Kuppu 
Alpha  Theta  leads  the  women's  groups  in  gifts  and 
pledges.

CASA’x  mission  is 
to  speak  for  the  best  interests  of  abused  and  neglected 
children  involved  in  juvenile  courts. 

Each  year,  college  arid  alumnae  chapters  host  lund- 
raisers  that  raise  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  support 
the  work  of  their  local  CASA  affiliates.  More  impor- 
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tunlly,  Thetas  pro%  itle  personal  support  by  volunteering 
their  lime  in  local  CASA  offices,  making  toys  or  oilier 
hems  for  CASA  children,  and  Imsiing  events  for  CASA 
children.  Many  Thetas  complete  the  training  to  become 
CASA  volunteers  themselves. 

Through  generous  donations  from  members  and 
chapters,  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation  supports 
National  CASA  with  a  $60,000  biennial  grant.  These 
monies  provide  education,  training,  and  recruitment  lor 
volunteers,  including  publications,  website  develop¬ 
ment.  a  toll-free  phone  number,  and  the  Program 
Director  of  the  Year  Award. 

Through  CASA*  Thetas  touch  the  lives  of  children; 
through  the  Friendship  Fund,  Thetas  reach  out  and 
touch  the  lives  of  their  sisters.  Created  in  I *>26 14  ...to 
make  real  to  those  who  have  met  sorrow  and  temporary 
defeat  the  practical  feel  ol  sister  hands  clasping  theirs 
in  dark  places”  the  Friendship  Fund  provides  gifts  to 
members  experiencing  extreme  financial  hardship  due 
to  serious  or  terminal  illness*  job  loss,  natural  disaster* 
and  other  devastating  occurrences.

You  might  not  think  that  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Foundation  is  changing  die  world,  hul  we  ur e — through  our 
people!  The  Foundation’s  mimed  grant  program  provides 
financial  grants  that  allow  Thetas  to  participate  in  non-degree 
and  professional  certifications.  Alison  Root,  Plii 

is  one  of  the  amazing  people  who  applied 
and  received  a  grant  from  the  Jeanne  Ross  Miller  Fund, 
goal  was  to  help  the  refugees — people— in  Zambia. 

Root  Volunteered  for  a  miii’govcnimenla!  organization 
called  FORGE,  which  provides  refugees  and  people  of 
underdeveloped  countries  with  tools  and  resources  to  enrich 
their  daily  lives.  She  worked  specifically  in  the  Mwange 
Refugee  Camp  to  assist  refugees  through  file  repatriation 
process.  The  refugees  in  Mwange  were  from  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  the  Congo  l  DRC)  and.  after  almost  eight  years, 
were  starting  to  leave  ihe  camp  to  return  to  the  DRC.  Many 
of  the  refugees  were  so  young  when  they  arrived  (hat  they 
could  recall  little  more  than  just  a  few  memories  of  home. 

Rooreiraled  an  information  center  where  refugees  could 
come  for  answers  and  an  eight-week  eourse  to  help  them 
prepare  for  repatriation.  The  course  included  DRC  history, 

UN  history,  international  law,  and  repatriation  packages  and 
processes,  as  well  as  leadership  and  public  speaking.  By  the 
end  of  the  summer.  Root  and  her  partner  were  granted  a 
kiosk  and  their  own  office  so  that  the  20,000  refugees  living 
in  Mwange  could  and  would  return  to  DRC  as  more  informed 
and  motivated  citizens,

Young  Marjorie  Kirin  an  front  Washington,  DC*  entered  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  in  1914,  when  Psi  Chapter  activities 
included  hayrides  and  bonfires,  matinee  dances  and 
cotillions — happy  limes  swirling  around  classes  and  studies.

She  was  chapter  corre¬ 
spondent  just  as  the  United  Slates  was  drawn  into  the  war 
raging  across  Europe  in  19 1 7. 

Its 
influence  was  seen  in  rushing  this  Fall,  not  only  in  Red  Cross 
luncheons,  war  dinners*  and  the  omnipresent  knitting,  but  in 
the  simplicity  and  informality  of  the  parties.

"...The  University  seemed  almost  the  same  as  in  old  days, 
when*  Lit  Home-coming  I  sic]  time  this  kill*  hundreds  of  "dear 
departeds”  | draftees  and  graduates  I  walked  once  more  around 
the  campus;  many  of  them  in  uniform*  very-  self-conscious  in 
their  new  rule,  and  very  stern  under  the  weight  of  a  great 
determination.  Have  you  noticed  how  they  have  aged  these 
youngsters'!

Legacy  Policy 

Who  is  a  Theta  legacy?  A  Theta  legacy  is  defined  as  a 
daughter,  granddaughter,  great-granddaughter  or  sister  of  a 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Stepdaughters,  step-granddaughters, 
step-great-granddaughters  and  stepsisters  are  considered 
legacies  if  their  family  considers  them  as  such  and  asks  lhai 
they  be  considered  as  such  on  the  legacy  introduction  form. 

There  is  no  such  Ihrng  as  an  indirect  legacy  (i.e..  cousin, 
niece,  etc.),  and  such  persons  must  not  be  given  special  con¬ 
siders!  ion  on  the  invitation  list.  However,  they  may  have  special 
knowledge  of  and  interest  in  Kappa  Alpha  Thela  and  should  be 
warmly  welcomed  and  recruited. 

All  legacies  receive  an  automatic  invitation  to  the  sec¬ 
ond  round  of  recruitment  No  legacy  can  be  released  after 
the  first  round  of  recruitment.  The  only  exception  is  a  legacy 
who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirements,  per  the 
individual  college  chapter  bylaws. 


Following  the  first  round  of  recruitment  Ihe  executive 
recruitment  board  (ERB)  wilt  mcel  to  hold  a  legacy  review. 

An  advisor  must  be  present,  Al  that  time,  the  ERB  will 
ensure  l  hat  each  legacy  met  the  average  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  met  by  ait  PNMs  participating  in  recruitment  for  that 
round  and  received  the  average  number  of  votes  that  day.
